A thing of beauty. wrote Mr. Keats 
(John. not Fred), is a joy forever. On 
this ground, anyone who paid his way into 
Aqueduct on the closing Saturday—and 
32,651 little rascals did—got his money’s 
worth when Master George Edward Arcaro 
decided that third place in the second divi- 
sion of the Beldame Handicap was an un- 
satisfactory place to be, and moved up 
to be first. He brought Real Delight along 
with him as a matter of courtesy. The filly 
has been very good to Eddie—he’d won 
nearly $200,000 on her—and this was no 
place to leave her. She wasn’t too sure she 
wanted to be brought, but she came. 


The ride was widely compared with one 
which Eddie put up on Assault in the 
1947 Butler Handicap, but the compari- 
son was hardly exact. In the Butler— 
Assault had 135 pounds in it—Eddie had 
the best horse, even at the weights, but 
because of circumstances which he could 
not have foreseen, he had no place to go 
with him, being boxed half-way up between 
Gallorette and Stymie, with no time to 
take up and go around. He belted Assault 
firmly on the rear, and Assault won the 
race, Eddie going along with him. The 
colt bulled his way through a hole that 
wasn’t big enough, because that’s the kind 
of a heart he had. 

Real Delight’s case was a little differ- 
ent. She had been given a very tough 
assignment, as so frequently happens 
when Mr. Campbell sets the weights in a 
handicap. A 3-year-old, at 126 pounds, she 
was carrying ten over the scale, giving 
actual weight to all of the older contest- 
ants, including Busanda and Kiss Me Kate, 
and of course still more poundage by the 
scale. 

Naturally, Eddie knew what he had 
under him. He had made his first acquaint- 
ance with her under slightly unfavorable 
circumstances. He rode Blue Norka in a 
maiden filly race at Santa Anita last Feb- 
ruary, and observed Real Delight finishing 
six lengths in front of him, under Steve 
Brooks. He rode Real Delight in her next 
out. and it worked just the same way—

she finished six lengths in front again. 
Since then he’s ridden her in all of her 
victories. 

So I suppose he knew he was saving 
one last finishing punch, though at the 
sixteenth-pole you could have got 5 to 1 
that she would finish third. She had moved 
up. and I thought she’d hung. If Eddie had 
asked her for that last burst a few seconds 
earlier or a second later, various characters 
would have got $18.90 on Marta, which 
was rolling down the stretch like a ball. 
It was as fine a bit of horsemanship as 
I’ve seen this year, not talent, but art. You 
see a thousand races, and they just come 
out with some horse finishing in front of 
other horses. Then you see one that you 
know will stick in your memory as long 
as you last. This was one. Master Edward 
did not deteriorate in Chicago. 
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ITEMS. In justice, there was another 
finish in the Beldame. Conn McCreary 
cannot ride just every horse, but when 
he and his mount have a meeting of the 
minds somewhere up around the quarter- 
pole. everybody in front had better scoot. 
He didn’t quite get Marta up in the Bel- 
dame. but he did last fall in the Ladies’, 
and he did last June in the Vagrancy. I 
don’t think Marta is too much horse— 
well above the average of course, but no 
champion—because she has put ir some 
very dull races. 


But she’s never run a really top race 
for anybody but Connie—he won the Molly 
Pitcher Handicap on her too—and in fact 
Arcaro got beat on her in the Diana last 
year, by Vulcania, which was something 
less than murder herself. Quite a few 
competent jockeys have ridden her in 
stakes. and haven’t gotten anything at all. 


When you speak of McCreary finishes, 
you naturally come back to the first of 
the Empire City Gold Cups, run at Bel- 
mont becaouse Empire City is often con- 
fused about where it lives. McCreary won 
it, you'll remember, on Stymie, and through 
the stretch they exhibited as complete co- 
ordination between horses and rider as 
I’ve seen. I don’t think Connie could have 
won the Beldame on Real Delight, and I 
don’t think Arcaro could have won the 
Gold Cup on Stymie, either. 


I suppose some sort of recognition, also, 


should go to Donald appren- 
tice who was with Calumet Farm last 
spring. He rode Real Delight in the only 
race in which she has been beaten, and 
he managed to lose once on Hill Gail and 
once on Bubbley. Maybe Alfred Vander- 
hilt ought to let him ride Native Dancer 
once, and round out the score. This sounds 
a little severe, and maybe it is, because 
Devine is a youngster who will doubtless 
improve. Just the same, when you lose a 
race on the best 3-year-old colt, best 3- 
year-old filly, and best 2-year-old filly, it’s 
bound to attract some attention. Not the 
right sort, though. 


SKIRMISH. I note that the Horsemen’s 
Journal has taken exception to some re- 
marks made here about the HBPA’s pro- 
posal to try to cut itself in on television 
fees received by race tracks for special 
races. What makes this amusing is that 
I write for the Horsemen’s Journal (cash- 
ed a check last week with considerable 
satisfaction), and it is unusual to contrib-

Traiming 


In giving a 2-year-old his final work for a race, 
I find it best to allow him two days between a fairly 
sharp move and the race. He then will have all his 
speed and will be alert, and will race much better 
than if handled in any other way. This pattern ap- 
plies to fit horses. It must be remembered, however, 
that horses, like people, are all different, and one 
frequently finds a horse that requires much more 
work than the average. On the other hand there are 
quite a few horses on the delicate side who will not 
show their best in a race unless they are brought up 
to it on very light training. More Sun, whose works 
are shown at the end of this chapter along with Greek 
Ship’s, was a horse who always got a sharp move the 
day before his race. I tried him the other way and 
found that he was such a glutton at the feed tub that 
he would fill up and blow very severely, so I concluded 
early in his 2-year-old form that he needed more 
and faster work than the average 2-year-old. 

Two-year-olds are asked to go a distance of 
ground, up to 1; miles in this country, in the fall 
of the year. It will be found useful to breeze 2-year- 
olds a few times at distances from seven to eight 
furlongs in the autumn to determine which ones, if 
any, might be raced at the longer distances. As a 
rule, 2-year-olds can beat older horses in all-age races 
in the fall, and I have seen 2-year-olds win at a mile 
who later proved to be strictly sprinters and could 
not go a mile when they were older. In my opinion, 
distance racing does not hurt 2-year-olds unless it is 
overdone. 

A 2-year-old that is to be raced over a distance for 
the first time should be educated to making the lower 
turn, starting from the grandstand. This can be diffi- 
cult with some young horses because they are not 
accustomed to going around this turn at high speed. 


Their earlier racing has taught them that this is the 
place where they are generally taken to the middle 
of the track and eased up. It is an excellent idea to 
have an older horse who is used to running around 
this turn work on the outside of a young horse who 
is being educated to it. 

As examples of the actual training of 2-year-olds, 
here are the works on More Sun and Greek Ship, 
covering December, 1948, when they were yearlings, 
and the early months of 1949, when they were two 
years old. Both colts won stakes later in the year. 
Only the work days are shown here. It may be as- 
sumed that the colts walked or galloped, according 
to what seemed best for them, between works.

CASE DISMISSED 


After the running of the first race at 
Empire City-at-Jamaica on July 15, the 
laboratory of the New York State Racing 
Commission reported that saliva taken 
from the Woolford Farm’s Tip Off, which 
finished second in the race, reported posi- 
tive for caffeine. Ordinarily the presence 


of a stimulant is sufficient reason for the 
suspension of the trainer and perhaps 
others, regardless of mitigating circum- 
stances. But in the case of Tip Off, Trainer 
W. W. Stephens and his employees were 
cleared of suspicion of negligence or care- 
lessness or of having anything to do with 
the administration of the drug. The stew- 
ards decided that no disciplinary action 


should be taken, and their view was up- 
held by the racing commission. 


This was an unusual disposition of a 
stimulation case. In many jurisdictions, a 
suspension is considered mandatory even 
when there is no evidence linking the 
trainer or his help with the administra- 
tion of a drug.

although she was under pressure from start 
to finish without a letup, she was beaten 
only half a length. Henry Moreno made no 
mistakes on Lap Full. and she probably 
had a little edge in experience and fit- 
ness. since this was her fourth start. 

After the race. both fillies were put away 
to await the opening of Santa Anita Park 
in the winter. Lap Full’s race was “one for 
her to grow on.” Jimmy Jones said. Ray 
Priddy, who trains Fortune Teller. thought 
his filly might be able to even the score 
next winter with Lap Full in the Santa 
Susana Stakes. Fortune Teller is by *Ali- 
bhai out of Petro Gal, and brought top 
price of $15,700 at the California Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Sales last January at 
Santa Anita. She was bred by George 
Brent, the movie actor. and is owned by 
the Lucky Star Stable of Mrs. Ray Priddy; 
John and Ed Madruga. owners of a fleet 
of tuna fishing boats; and Louis De Falco, 
owner of markets in San Diego and Point 
Loma. Brent is tickled over the tremendous 
races turned in by Fortune Teller, yet it’s 
almost unbelievable that he sold her. He 
spent many years and thousands of dol- 
lars trying to produce a really first-class 
horse. and then she got away. Priddy 
bought her because of her looks and the 
*Alibhai background. of course, but also 
because he trained Jimmette, which was 
also a foal of Petro Gal. 

Interest in the Futurity wes built up 
gradually as the season progressed by 
smashing victores turned in first by Chan- 
lea. then by Decorated. National Valor. 
Reighmuz Fizz, Lothario and Hour Re- 
gards, When they came out for the race. 
Decorated. which had beaten Chanlea two 
lengths in the Graduation Stakes, was the 
favorite, with the Calumet colt a strong 
second choice. and Hour Regards, a pre- 
cocious son of With Regards. a solid third 
choice. 

Hour Regards had won his previous 


start in 1:1025, which equalled Your 
Host’s time in winning the 1949 Futurity, 
the fastest on record up to that point. And 
he had won by five lengths, despite being 
eased up to a virtual walk in the last 50 
yards. He’s a big, blocky colt that loves 
to run against the bit, and in the Futurity 
he went to the front under a pull and stay- 
ed there, although Chanlea, closing with 
excellent courage, made up three lengths 
in the last quarter and would have won 
in another half a jump. The others, 
especially Decorated and National Valor. 
had no chance in a rough race, and the 
latter was lucky to finish, after almost 
being knocked down. 


Hour Regards’ time was 1:0945. which 
is certainly the fastest a 2-year-old has 
ever run in California, and might be a 
world’s record for a 2-year-old around a 
turn. Like ail the sons and daughters of 
With Regards. I do not believe Hour Re- 
gards will stay a distance. but he looks 
like he will always be an excellent sprint- 
er. and probably just as good as his dad 
was. which was terrific. The best colt in 
the race was Chanlea, and probably the 
only thing that beat him was that the 
law of percentages finally caught up with 
Calumet. The stable has been winning so 
many stakes in California that they just 
had to lose one soon. and this was it. 


68 TO 2 AGAINST. For a couple of 
years now a full-blown controversy over 
the merits or demerits of a gadget known 
as gate extensions has been raging on and 
off in California. The controversy is cus- 
tomarily forgetten when racing seasons 
are under way at such tracks as Santa 
Anita, Golden Gate Fields. Bay Meadows. 
and Tanforan, which do not use the exten- 
sions. But it is on again, and so are the 
extensions, every year when Hollywood 
Park reopens. Originator of the gimmick 
is Wendell Cassidy. presiding steward at 
Hollywood Park. This summer he became 
the presiding steward at Del Mar. and 
took the gate extensions along with him.

So instead of being buried on schedule, 
the controversy was revived all over again, 

The argument might have gone on in. 
definitely except that Chairman Dwight 
Murphy of the California Horse Racing 
Board, after a trip to Del Mar, wrote to 
Cassidy. instructing him to poll horsemen 
and jockeys on their feelings about the 
gate extensions. It turned out that the 
riders liked them and the trainers did 
not. Johnny Beverly, field secretary for 
the HBPA, gathered the horsemen to- 
gether one morning in the stable area at 
Del Mar and the poll was 68 votes against 
and 2 for the gate extensions. The result 
of the poll was forwarded to Mr. Murphy, 
but in the meantime the gate extensions 
were ordered removed by Cassidy. 

They came off reluctantly, to say the 
least. A lot of horsemen have argued with 
Cassidy over the merits of the extensions, 
but none was ever able to convince him 
they did not improve the starts. The man 
has always been absolutely sincere in his 
belief that the extensions are wonderful. 
“My only motive.” he said. “has been for 
the betterment of starts. If it is the desire 
of the majority of the horsemen that the 
extensions be dropped, that is my wish. 
also. I do not want to impose upon the 
hersemen anything they feel is objection- 
able er would do possible harm to their 
horses.” 

The extensions. as originally designed 
and introduced by Cassidy a couple of 
seasons back at Hollywood Park. were 
four-foot-long arms on the side of each 
stall in the starting gate. The theory was 
that the extensions would help straighten 
horses in that first stride out of the gate. 
This past season at Hollywood Park the 
exiensions were shortened. as a com pro- 
mise measure, to 214 feet. Objectors still 
claimed the extensions handicapped the 


speed horses. and one prominent Turf 


writer. Maurice Bernard, of the Los An- 
geles Examiner, even suggested that if 
Cassidy insisted upon using them the least 
grease the ex- 


he could do would be to 


tes 
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tensions so the fast breakers could get 
away. 

When the extensions were finally re- 
moved. Cassidy agreed that unless they 
were used at every track in California it 
would be a mistake to revive them again 
for only one meeting at one track. With 
the horsemen overwhelmingly set 
against them, it seemed unlikely that gate 
extensions would ever be used again any- 
where. 

Their only chance now seems to rest 
with the jockeys. who favor them as a 
safety measure. Bobby McRoberts, the 
former rider who is now a young official. 
explained it pretty well. “When you're 
coming out of that gate and horses bump. 
you hear a click where one horse strikes 
another on the legs. and you hold your 
breath for a second. Sometimes when that 
happens you fall, and you don’t know 
what to expect, so you just sit there and 
wait. The extensions give you a chance 
coming out of the gate.” 

My only feeling is that the vote that 
killed the extensions could have been more 
representative. Many more than 70 horse- 
men are involved, and with only a week to 
go befere the close of the Del Mar meet- 
ing. it was hardly necessary to take a vote 
immediately. Perhaps it might have been 
better to wait long enough to poll every 
owner and trainer in California who was 
aflected. It may not have made any differ- 
ence in the result of the vote. but at least 
everyone interested should have had a 
chance toe get in on the showdown. 


MORE NAYS. Altogether. the season 
at Del Mar was a rough one for Cassidy. 
Just a week or so before horsemen voted 
so overwhelmingly against the gate ex- 
tensions. members of the racing board 
held an open meeting at Del Mar to hear 
some opinions regarding Cassidy’s plan 
to uncouple entries. His idea was that if 
horses were owned by separate interests 
but trained by the same man, the entry 
should be uncoupled in the wagering. 

Among the owners and trainers, Mrs. 
H. €. Morton, Ed Friendly. and Rusty 
Brundage spoke against the plan, and 
when it was all over the board agreed to 
leave the rule as is. Just a few days later 
there was a race at Del Mar which illus- 
trated what could happen if such entries 
were uncoupled. Hunter’s Sun and On 
Balance ran together as an entry. since 
both are members of a public stable train- 
ed by Willie Molter. They were 4 to 1. 
but had they been uncoupled Hunter’s Sun 
would have been very close to the same 
odds and On Balance would have been 
20 to 1. As the race was run, Hunter’s 
Sun effectively killed off the early speed, 
setting the stage for On Balance to come 
along in the stretch to win going away. 

There were other arguments against the 
proposal to uncouple entries. It would be 
possible, for example. for three or four 
trainers to control the tote board com- 


pletely, and it would also favor the trainer 
with a large public stable almost to the 
point of forcing the man with a small 
stable out of the sport. It would give the 
trainer with a large stable a tremendous 
advantage in that he could enter horses 
simply to obtain the star. Mr. Murphy 
agreed, however, that stewards should ex- 
ercise their power to scratch a horse in 
cases where the favored half of an entry 
is taken out of a race after the wagering 
has started. There was a case in point sev- 
eral years ago at Hollywood Park. On 
the way to the post, the favorite at 6 to 5 
ran away or was injured or something and 
had to be scratched, leaving the other 
half of the entry still in the race. It also 
left a lot of folks with tickets on a horse 
at 6 to 5 that should have been 60 to 1, 
and to this day they still haven’t forgotten 
it and still are unhappy about it. 


FIRE AT BELMONT 


A fire at Belmont Park on the night of 
September 14 caused the death of 25 
Thoroughbreds and a lead pony. The fire 
oecurred about 7:30 pv. m. in Barn 38. 
Flames gained quick headway and _ pre- 
vented the rescue of the horses. though 
others yere led from their stalls. These 
included Starmount Stable’s Primate. one 
of the leading 3-year-olds of the season. 
A groom was burned but there was no loss 
of human life. In June a fire at the track 
resulted in the death of 22 horses and a 
eroom.

William J. Hurley, 81, died at Coral 


Gables, Fla.. on the morning of September

After the death of Mr. Thompson 
he took charge of the main division of the 
Bradley stable and developed Bimelech, 
which was unbeaten as a 2-year-old and 
was the leading 3-year-old of his year, 
winning the Blue Grass Stakes. the Derby 
Trial. the Preakness. and the Belmont 
Stakes. 

Mr. Hurley was a native of Rochester, 
N. Y. Survivors include a niece, Mrs. 
Maude Ward. of Rochester. and a nephew, 
George Lloyd. of Miami. Burial was at 
Coral Gables.

Mrs. Harry S. Hart, wife of the trainer 
and breeding farm manager, died on Au- 
gust 27 at a Los Angeles hospital. Death 
resulted from a heart attack.

When Next Move was shipped to New York last 
spring after racing at Santa Anita Park she won 
her first race there, the Firenze Handicap, on April 
21, and then “went to pieces.” In three later starts 
she was miserably beaten off. After her failure at 
Belmont Park June 4 in the Top Flight Handicap 
che did not run again for more than three months 

-until the Bay Shore Handicap, in which she 
scored her first stakes victory over males. with her 
stablemate First Glance in second place. 


The following Saturday she came out for the 
rich Beldame Handicap, which was split into two 
divisions with $50,000 added to each. Unfortunately 
for the others, Next Move and her paternal half- 
sister Real Delight were drawn into different divi- 


sions, each with top weight and each running as 
a strong favorite. 

Next Move, two years older than Real Delight 
and carrying one pound less, achieved her victory 


with much greater ease, by a margin of three 
lengths. but the result remained in doubt while 


the stewards considered a claim of foul. Eric 
Guerin had kept Next Move near the pace in the 
early stages and had taken her wide to go past 
the leaders just after the last turn. Then she bore 
in toward the rail. causing Miss Traffic to take 
up slightly. She continued to show a tendency to 
bear in as she drew out to a decisive lead. Nick 
Wall. riding Miss Traffic, put in a claim of foul 
against the winner. but the result was allowed to 
stand. 

At Santa Anita Park last winter Next Move fin- 
ished second in the Santa Maria and Santa Mar- 
garita Handicaps. Since then her three stakes vie- 
tories in New York have advanced her earnings to 
$398.550. Only two mares have earned more: Be- 
witch $462.605, Gallorette $445,535. For pedigree

In the second division, Real Delight carried 126 
pounds, the highest weight ever assigned a 3-year- 
old in the race since the Beldame was revived in 
1939 as a test for fillies and mares (in its inter- 
rupted earlier history it was for 2-year-old fillies). 
Despite the record weight and the stout opposition, 
the Calumet champion 
at 6 to 10. 

Le Corredora, after forcing Gay Grecque’s pace 
from the beginning. had a two-length lead at the 
eighth-pole and there it appeared doubtful whether 
the favorite could catch her. But Arearo kept 
whaling away at Real Delight with his left hand 
and she responded with a full share of courage to 
win by three parts of a length from Marta, which 
moved up from behind and ran the last furlong 
a little faster than the winner. 

Both divisions of the Beldame were won by 
daughiers of Bull Lea out of top-class race mares; 
both were topweight and favorite: and 
they ran the mile and an eighth in precisely the 
same time, 1:51. 

It was Real Delight’s eleventh victory in 12 starts, 
her eighth win in succession, though the last three 
victories have been achieved by rather narrow mar- 
gins. After the Beldame, Arcaro reported: “I had to 
pump her all the way and after it was over I was 
more tired than she was.” 

With the exception of her two wins at Santa 
Anita Park last winter, all of Real Delight’s vic- 
tories have been in stakes races: the Ashland 
Stakes. Kentucky Oaks, Black-Eyed Susan Stakes. 
C. C. A. Oaks, Cleopatra Stakes, Arlington Matron 
Stukes, Modesty. Beverly, and Beldame Handicaps. 
Her earnings of $236,272 suggest that she will 
establish a record for a 3-year-old filly.

ute to a magazine and skirmish with the 
editorial department at the same time. But 
] suppose Tom Sheehan and I can skirmish 
a bit and still get along. 

The matter probably isn’t worth pur- 
suing very far. But Mr. Sheehan suggested 
that I did a radio program and got paid 
for it. and would probably quit in a huff 
if I didn’t. which is entirely true. From 
this he deduced that the owners of the 
horses which appeared on television ought 
to have a part of the television fees. 

It seems to me the analogy is wrong. 
I'm not up there on the roof running for 
the winner’s share of $20,000 or $100.000 
or whatever the purse is, but doing a job 
which I would not be doing except by 
special (and financial) request. The horses 
would be doing the same thing, television 
or no. A very few tracks make a stray 
buck on this, for a very few races. which 
is why I don’t think the matter is worth 
much argument. When the photographers 
make pictures of the horse in the winner’s 
enclosure they make a stray buck also, 
but so far no owner has considered de- 
claring in on this because he furnished 
the subject. I hope this doesn’t give any- 
body an idea. 

The contention, just to keep the record 
straight, wasn’t that horsemen shouldn't 
insist on adequate purses. in consonance 
with the track’s fortunes. It was just that 
asking for a piece of this and a piece of 
that isn’t the right way to go about it.
